FACILITIES CHANGES GRANTED BY THE FCC 
WI Green Bay; che 26; WLRE. A few corrections 
need to be made on the information report— 
ed in the 2/84 VUD. Somehow I got the 
existing coordinates of WLRE mixed up with 
coordinates of WFRV-TV, which is 3.51 
miles NNW of WLRE. Actually, the new 
tower is only 50' NNE of its old tower. A 
later check of the coordinates shows that 
they are the same coordinates for both, 
which agrees with a report by Bill Draeb. 
Bill says that it was operating at 501 kw 
before increasing to 2500 kw, not 93,3 kw 
as I reported. Actually, they were still 
licensed for 250 kw, and received a PTA 
(Program Test Authorization) back in 1/17/ 
1983 to operate at 501.27 kw. They could 
still have been operating at 501.27 kw 
at the time they changed over to the other 
tower. The 93.3 figure was also errone- 
ously taken from WFRV-TV. I also need to 
correct myself on the change in antenna 
height: It is 485' higher than the earli- 
er transmitter, Sorry for the misonfor- 
mation, and thanks to Bill Draeb for point- 
ing it out to me.

TRAPS & FILTERS 


Antenna filters come 4 ways: 1) Those that filter out everything below a 
certain frequency (high-pass filters), 2) Those that filter ot everything 
above a certain frequency (low-pass filters), 3) Those that filter ali fre- 
quencies other than that band of interest (band-pass filters), and 4) Those 
that filter out a band of frequencies and leave all else (band-stop filters).

Traps & Filters (cont) 


High-pass filters are usually used to filter out everything below channel 2. 
Electronic Specialists also makes one to filter out everything below FM. 
These are very useful devices as they filter out CB, shortwave, ham signals~ 
6 meter and below, and the hf psb. Many brands are available. 


Low-pass filters are usually made up by using band separators with the high 
end of the split terminated in its' characteristic impedance. You could use 
a Vhf-Uhf band separator with the Uhf terminals terminated with either a 75 
ohm or 300 ohm resistor (whatever is needed) as a filter to attenuate every- 
thing above Vhf. 


Bandpass filters are made for every TV channel in service but for DX use 
about the only one we use is a FM bandpass. These are available from Wine- 
gard and Channel Master as well as others. (under $100.) You can also buy 
very inexpensive models which are basically band separators with everything 
terminated but FM. RMS makes a nice 75 ohm version for $5. (I have a half- 
dozen of these if you want one.) True-spec also makes a balun transformer 
with FM bandpass filtering built in for FM cable use. (under $5.) 


Band-stop filters, often called traps, are responsible for many of the 
questions I receive about antenna equipment. They can be used to filter 
out single TV channels, whole blocks of frequency, or extremely narrow sec- 
tions of the spectrum, Single channel TV filters are available from many 
manufacturers. In DX'ing it becomes very important to note (before pur- 
chasing) how much the filter is going to deteriorate the adjacent channels. 
For example, the Channel Master Join-Tenna filters will detract from chan- 
nels 5 stations away from the trapped station when used in the Uhf band! 
That means that a total of 10 channels are affected. 


Two whole bands of frequencies are often gotten rid of to reduce interference 
problems, the FM band and the band just above it and below channel 14. To 
reduce that band (public service and 2-meter ham) the Winegard BRF-170 is 
an excellant product. If you're not DX'ing FM, a FM trap can get rid of 
alot of problems for you. Several manufacturers make them. To filter very 
narrow bands of frequency, notch filters are used. They can be used to 
notch out a powerful FM station or just the video or just the audio of a TV 
channel. Quite often they are adjustable with one or two controls. The 
Channel Master 7008 is an example. These type of units do a very good job 
but if you don't have a field strength meter of some kind they can be haré 
to set. They also are typically several hard earned bucks, 100-150. 


WHERE TO PUT 'EM 


The question often arises as to where to put the thing now that I bought it. 
The answer is almost ALWAYS to put it just before the first piece of electron- 
ics. When overload does occur from strong out-of-band signals it usually is 
in the first stage of the first piece of electronics. To put your filter 
anywhere else wouldn't do as much good.

I 
had an interesting experience Jan 7/84: I 
purchased a $ FM amplifier that morning at 
Radio Shack, to couple with my FM rabbit-ears.

I first tested it on normally 
scratchy WICU-97.3 Ithaca NY, (85 mi. away) & 
noted quite an improvement on this. Then I 
went down to 96.9 & noted a strong signal w/ 
fades. "Wow, could this be how Utica NY comes in 
on this thing?" I said to myself, Then I went 
to 95.9 & another strong signal there} A Coca- 
Cola ad after a.moment with the words ",..the 
number one taste in CANADA..." To my dismay, I 
suspected an Es opening was going on. I checked TV and noted Es to Maritimes, I was slight- 
ly dismayed because my amplifier wasn't quite as super as I thought for a féw moments. But 
don't get me wrong; I'm more than satisfied with the performance of the amp. on an indoor 
antenna. I've a moderate amount of overload due to my strong locals but most of this can be 
controlled by the tuner on the rabbit-ears, I wouldn't recommend the amp, to all DXers in cit- 
jes like myself, when using rabbit-ears because you must account for overload,(ed: I changed 
the wording cause I was unsure what you meant. If I'M wrong lemme know & I'11 re-print) 
This amp gratly improves reception without too much overload, Literature enclosed with amp 
says it provides 18 dB of gain accross entire FM band, W/ the rabbit-ears by the North 
window in my house, I get perfect reception from: WMRV-105.7 NY Endicott & WAAL-99.1 NY 
Binghamton (65 miles away) & WKSB-102.7 PA Williamsport (70 mi.) when these were scratchy, 
before, I've already seen what this unit does during Es & in a minor Tr opening to upstate 
NY before the onset of a snowstorm Jan 8 (perfect reception from WNY-103.7 NY Ithaca from 
a SOUTHERN room in the house here), with temps outside only in the teens. This should be 
fun to use here when warmer weather arrives, I now believe, from this, that Tropo isn't 
the exclusive result of temps above freezing. (Of course not, or we'd clean up & mos/yry 
heh! As your editor clowns around here, temps 50-60°F in Ontario, & tropo not exceptional, 
although a bit better than totally dead.

While inspecting the band for the latest developments in this year's plague of new 
stations, I found myself victimized by KCFO's(Tulsa)ever growing network of translators 
when I unexpectedly discovered their new local one for Stillwater on 102.3 hadhit the air, 
ruining one of my best DX channels. To my surprise,I noticed the translator's stereo was 
not fully quieted while over on the main station the stereo seems fully quieted. The 
translator's SCA is somewhat noisier than that on the main station. Is this typical 
quality to expect from a translator? In using just a T-wire for an antenna,I found the 
translator had little advantage over the main station. To me, the translator was redun- 
dant. I wrote to KCFO in protest over this, saying their Stillwater translator made about 
as much sense as carrying coals of inferior quality to Newcastle and suggested the trans- 
lator be dismantled and moved to a more distant, more needy city such as Enid, CK. In an- 
other case the situation is even more ridiculous with KKLR Edmond's OKC and Moore 
translators being barely located outside that stations primary reception circle. Perhaps 
it's their scheme to build from dismal ratings rather than to better serve established 
listeners. On the other hand, looking at the situation from an average listener's point 
of view, rather than a DXer's(painful as it may be), I can see how translators are going to 
be filling serious needs. Because most people have a "passive indifference” regarding the 
need for a good FM antenna, according to a consumer publication article on outdoor/indoor 
FM antennas published 10 yrs.ago; I feel such an attitude is still true to a great extent 
today. If a T-wire is used, it's probably not up and spread out to avoid it becoming an 
eyesore. In that way the translator signal will be superior to the main station every 
time, But speaking from a DXer's point of view I would sure like to see this translator 
madness brought under control. It has the potential to go to far, possibly putting our 
hobby at stake unless one lives in the most remote boonedocks.

DX_GET-TO-GETHERS AND REGIONAL DX CLUBS 


After many years as a DX'er and a member of WIFDA, I had not met another 
DK'er. I knew they existed because I had met ost nag who had DX'ed but 
dropped the hobby for one reason or another. was getting to believe that 
our hobby was for single individuals and that Di‘ers were few and far be- 
tween. en a DX get-to-gether was finally held in a location that I could 
get to, I was excited about going. I was very surprized and delighted 

with the people I met. 


My first DX get-to-gether was the 1982 WIFDA Convention in Staten Island. 

I was nervious about meeting some of the big wigs of DX'ing. I was afraid 
that I would not be accepted. My DX'ing was nothing to brag about. I had 
no super antenna setup. I had no stories of 2000 mile Es catches or super 


Tropo openings. 


When I walked into the convention, there were a bunch of guys (Do female 
DX'ers exist?), some older, and a few others my age or younger. As I 
started to introduce elf, I began talking with my co-hobbyists. Here 
were real live active ‘ers! I realized many things about these people. 
They were people like me. They too, spent hours chasing ID slides of 
stations on Bs. While some were very technically inclined, many others 
knew as much about the inner workings of a television set as I did. 

antenna system, which I thought was very poor, turned out to be quite suit- 
able for the hobby. I was delighted with the activities of the convention. 
I saw pictures of stations that I also had received. I learned many things 
about our hobby and the people who DX'ed. I came away from the convention 
with a new sence of confidence in myself and the hobby of DX. 


Unfortunately, conventions and my chances of meeting other Dk'ers are too 
infrequent. Conventions are usually held once a year in locations that 
are not always convienent for me to attend. And, you do not meet all the 
DX'ers in the area. There are many DX'ers in New York, yet only a few who 
are interested in TV and PM DX would attend a WIFDA convention. There 
could be a shortwave DX'er or a BCB DXk'er a block away. I began wondering 
what was the best way to bring all the Dk'ers of an area together? 


In several areas, DX'ers have done this by having regular DX Get-to-Gethers 
and forming local DX associations, Many publish their own bulletins. Most 
aceept all DxX'ers, from longwave to the utilities. This allows a DX'er to 
meet his neighbor and to learn about other aspects of DX'ing. 


If you live in an area with a local DX association, you should consider 
joining. You will get a lot of enjoyment out of it. A list of these clubs 
as well as all the other ANARC member clubs can be provided by writing to 
ANARC - 1500 Bunbury Drive - Whittier, CA 90601 - U.S.A.. You must include 


a SASE with your request. 


If there is not one in your area, then you may want to start one. Start 
with a get-to-gether of your own. The experience of taking part in the 
formation of a DX association is invaluable. Here in the New York City 
area, a local DX'er, Greg Baker, has started to get the ball rolling by 
offering to hold a monthly DX get-to-gether. Por more information, give 
him a call in the evening at 212-853-1427. If you have any experience in 
forming a DX association or would like to form one in your area; I'd like 


to hear from you. 


Hopefully by now you have made your plans to attend this years ANARC Con- 
vention in Toronto, ON Canada. If not, and you would like to attend, send 
a self addressed envolope with an unattached 20 cent stamp to, ANARCON ‘84 
Ontario DX Association - Post Office Box 232 - Station Z - Toronto, ON 
MSN 224 Canada.
